There are two 
meetings for the male inmates and one for 
the women.

Together we read scripture, watch videos, 
share personal stories, sing, pray, and offer 
silence. Topics for the evening meetings 
vary depending on the individual 
presenting and the influence of the Holy 
Spirit.
